On board the flagship New York, July 
15.— Admiral Sampson has not yet been 
informed of the details of the capitula- 
tion of Santiago und does not expect that 
the terms will be made public for several 
days. When soon alter 2 o'clock this 
afternoon he received a signal of the fact 
that General Torral had surrendered, 
Admiral Sampson and officers scarcely 
credited the story. When Torral on Mon- 
day lust absolutely refused to consider 
the terms of unconditional surrender 
and General Shafter announced negotia- 
tions ended, it was belieied that the tak- 
ing or the city without further lighting 
was impossible, and artillery nud federal 
forces were ordered to rush to the front 
and the investing line extended into the 
town. 

Gen. Shafter bears his honors modestly. 
To a correspondent of the Associated 
Press he said: "The enemy has sur- 
rendered all territory and troops east of 
Santiago. The terms were dictated 
from Washington. It has been a hard 
campaign, one of the hardest I ever saw. 
The difficulties were great. The charac- 
ter of the country i.ud roads made it 
seem almost impossible to advance. The 
problem was hard but all difficulties have 
been satisfactorily surmounted. Our 
troops behaved gallantly. They fought 
like heroes and I am proud to have com- 
manded them. During all the hardships

they have suffered, they have shown 
great spirit. They deserve to conquer." 

The resistance of the enemy has been 
exceedingly stubborn. Gen. Torral has 
proved himself a foe worthy of any man's 
steel. The negotiations which culminat- 
ed in the surrender have been dragging 
on for ten days with intermission Sun 
day and Monday, when our batteries and 
Meets bombarded the enemy's position. 
Throughout these periods of truce Gen. 
Tonal has shrewly played for time, al- 
ways declining to surrender uncondition- 
ally, and finally when hard pressed fell 
back on the statement that he was 
merely a subordinate and could not sur- 
render without the sanction of his super- 
iors, except under penalty of being court- 
niartialled. At the same time he seemed 
to intimate that personally he thought it 
hopeless to hold out any longer. 

It was at the personal interview held 
by General Shafter with General Torral 
yesterday that the American General 
made the Spanish commander understand 
that temporazing must cease and before 
noon to-day a categorical affirmation of 
his oiler must be received or the bom- 
bardment of the city Would begin in earn- 
est, in the meantime, till the plans had 
been perfected ami the delay was util- 
ized to good advantage. The American 
line had been extended until Santiago 
was nearly surrounded and light batter- 
ies bad been so posted as to he able to 
do more effective work. In addition ar- 
rangements have been made to land 
troops at Cabanas, west of the entrance 
of the harbor of Santiago. 

The Spanish batteries opposite Morro 
Castle -wore to be bombarded and storm- 
ed, their guns were then to be turned 
upon the city and General Lawton's div- 
ision at the same time was to fall on the 
enemy's left Hank, under cover of the 
artillery. We could then have outflanked 
their lines and have driven them into the 
city. General Torral must have realized 
that he was trapped and that to hold 
out longer must, mean a useless sacrifice 
of his men. but he made one last effort 
to gain more time this morning. While 
nominally yielding to the terms Shafter 
proposed, before 8 o'clock he sent a 
communication to Shnftor enclosing a 
copy of a telegram from Captain-General 
Blanco, explaining that the surrender of 
such an important position as Santiago 
and tlio abandonment of eastern Cuba 
would require the direct sanction of the 
Madrid government and requesting sulll- 
cient time to hear from Madrid. 

At the same time Blonco authorized 
General Torral, if it was agreeable to 
him, to appoint commisisoners to arrange 
the terms of capitulation of the forces 
under his command on condition of their 
parole nud transportation to Spain, pend- 
ing the sanction of Madrid. He also 
communicated the names of commission- 
ers he had selected, namely Mr. Kobert 
Mason, British vice consul; Col. Fon- 
taine, and General Escarajo. This com- 
munication was so ambiguous that it 
might have been upset by the refusal of 
Madrid to sanction the terms of argee- 
ment made by the commissioners, and 
General Shafter resolved to have all the 
ambiguity removed before proceeding 
further. At 11 o'clock he mounted his 
horse und together with General Miles 
and his staff, he rode to the front. At 
General Wheeler's headquarters, Gener- 
al Shafter, General Miles, Col. Maus 
and an interpreter left their retinue and 
passed on over the American trenches 
with a Hag of true to the mango tree 
under which the interview was held yes- 
terday. They were soon joined by Gen- 
eral Torral, his chief of staff and two 
other commissioners appointed by him. 
General Miles took ncKpart in the nego- 
tiations. He has been careful since his 
arrival here not to assume the direction 
of affairs, or to detract in the least from 
the glory of General Shatter's achieve- 
ments. General Shafter insisted from 
the outset that the commissioners to be 
appointed should have paramount au- 
thority to make and conclude terms of 
surrender in accordance with the general 
conditions of the American demands. 
After parleying General Torral accepted 
this, explaining that since his last com- 
munication he had received direct au- 
thority from Captain-General Blanco to 
do so. This being the main point the 
interview soon concluded. Before part- 
ing, General Shafter complimented Gen- 
eral Torral highly on the skill and gal- 
lantry of his resistance. 

Washington, July 15.— The following 
bulletin has been posted at the war de- 
partment from General Shatter: "Head- 
quarters, Santiago, via Playa del Este, 
July 15— To Adjutant General, Washing- 
Ion: Sent you several telegrams yester- 
day, as did General Miles in regard to 
the surrender. General Torral agreed 
yesterday positively to surrender all the 
forces under his command in eastern 
Cuba, upon a distinct understanding 
that they were to lie sent to Spain by the 
United States, and this surrender was 
authorized by General Blanco, and that 
its submission to Madrid was merely for- 
mal. The commisisoners to arange de- 
tails were appointed, Wheeler, Lawton, 
and Miller on the part of the United 
States, l'oints were immediately raised 
by Spanish commisisoners. The discus- 
sion closed at ten o'clock last night. My 
commisisoners thing that the matter will 
be settled to-day and met at 9:130 o'clock 
this morning. 

"There are about 15,000 troops in the 
city and about as many more in the sur- 
rounding districts; 25,000 in all will be 
transported. General Miles was present 
and said the surrender was as complete 
as possible. It cannot be possible there 
will be failure in completing arrange- 
ments. Water famine in city imminent, 
Have supply cut. This was told Lieut. 
Miler by English commissioner, AVill 
wire frequently when negotiations are 
progressing."

A million dollars in yellow dust and 
drafts. Such in the steamer Cottage 
City's contribution to the wealth of the 
world from the 1S96 clean-up of thc- 
Klondikc gold district. The million is 
divided among some thirty claim own- 
ers, while twenty others with their for- 
tunes are now at the Gateway cities,, 
and will be down by the Tartar and the 
City of Seattle. The new arrivals con- 
firm the average estimates of this year's 
output in the North, placing the total at 
from seventeen to twenty-five million, 
dollars; while their presence hero is testi- 
mony in itself of the success of the up- 
per river steamers of the Klondike and. 
Lake Bennett and the Upper Yukon nav- 
igation companies. 

Each of last night's arrivals brings- 
from two to ten thousand dollars in dust, 
with the balance of his fortune in drafts;, 
all or nearly all will return tt> the scene 
of their fortune-winning after visiting the 
friends and scenes of boyhood, l'^orty of 
the newcomers from the interior came 
out by the steamers Goddard and Ora, 
the former leaving Dawson on Ihe 2-ttti 
June and making the White Horse o^i 
Independence Hay, and the Ora storting 
fitiu the Klondike capital on the '2Slh 
ultimo and reaching the rapids on the 
5th instant. Ten others came out over- 
land via tlie Dalton trail, which is now 
in excellent condition, lighting mosquitoes 
for 850 miles and completing their nr- 
dous journey in 2o days. 

Of the party enjoying the comforts of 
the Ora, the best known among the for- 
tune-winners are: Tom Mahror and hi.i 
four nephews, Richard, John, James and 
William Butler, from Ellsworth, Minn., 
v-ho have $350,000 to .$100,000, to show 
for the two years they have spent iu the. 
Yukon country; II. N. Coleman, .11. ,0. 
Macauluy, of Victoria; W. C. Duncan, 
E. J. McKanna, George Macleod, Join 
Sigrahnm, J. II. Holmes, C. P. Bovine, 
William Chisholm, Jack Maeiutyre, John 
Hanley, James Breauan, E.M. (or 
"Black") Sullivan, C. O. Peoples, Wil- 
liam Minter, Charles Morris, Waiter 
Holmes, J. L. Gray, Vrank Aborke, John 
C. Richards (S.S. of the N.W.M.P.), 
Peter TTrisell, A. B. Qayanadgh, Carl C. 
Anderson and S. C. Scnwarz. . 

Each of these bus done more than well, 
and while they are not disposed to dis- 
cuss the situation in such terms as to 
produce another rush, all are agreed 
that there is enough gold in what is 
known as the original Klondike district 
to more than homestake the men now 
occupying the territory. 

The Butler Brothers, who have proper- 
ties on almost every creek in the dis- 
trict, state that from $300,000 to $100,- 
000 has already been collected in royal- 
ties by the Canadian government this 
season, this being the best evidence ob- 
tainable that the output will he an im- 
mense one. At the same time the But- 
lers assert— and their comrades endorse 
the opinion— that material changes in 
the Canadian laws will be necessary to 
ensure the permanency of the diggings 
and the contentment of the population, 
the powers of the gold commissioner be- 
ing at present too arbitrary, and the 
right of appeal practically non-existent 
by reason of the conditions hedging ap- 
peal about. 

Again, the ten per cent, royalty is 
deemed to be excessive. It can be borne 
best claims, of course, but the best are 
not the average, and the smaller claim 
owners feel the drain of the royalty very 
severe. It cannot be avoided by coiv- 
cealment of the work of the claim, for 
the authorities are able to approximate 
results very accurately from neighbor- 
ing properties, and attempted evasion 
is speedily detected and brings its own 
punishment in the antagonism of official- 
dom. 

Giving a line upon this year s output 
the Butlers say that the North American 
Trading and Transportation Company 
have sent live million dollars down the 
river by the steamer Weare, this being 
more than the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany will forward by any single steamer, 
and possibly the largest individual gold 
shipment of the season. It. is anticipated 
that not more than one-half of the gold 
mined this spring will be taken out of 
the district, every claim owner baying 
confidence in the country, and being 
more favorable to the investment of his 
capita] at home than abroad. 

The Dawson newspapers do not ap- 
proximate the down river shipments so 
highlv as do lust night's arrivals, the 
Midnight Sun stating that the Weare, 
Bella, and Charles II. Hamilton does not 
exceed four millions in value. "Of 
course," it adds, "there is on these boats 
more or less gold in private sacks not 
included in these figures. Inclinations of

MADE HIS LAST BLUFF 



"Soapy" Smith, the Notorious 
Confidence Man Shot at Skag- 
way by Frank Iteed. 



He Was Going Down With a Win- 
chester to Break Up a Citizens' 
Indignation Meeting. 



Runs Afoul of Heed, Who Returns 
Mis Fire With Fatal Results 
to Smith. 



"Soapy" Smith, the notorious confi- 
dence man, has made his last grand 
bluff. When the Cottage City left Skng- 
way, the town which Smith has been 
credited with ruling, the gamblers' body 
was lying on a slat at the morgue, he 
having met his death at the hands of 
Frank II. Reid, city surveyor of the 
town. It was a week ago last night that 
the shooting occurred. 

Smith, who was well under the influ- 
ence of liquor, which he had been drink- 
ing all day to keep himself up to the 
proper pitch of desperation, got his 
Winchester, a- great 44 Colts revolver 
and a small derringer, and started for 
the wharf, where he had been informed 
there was a. meeting in progress to take 
steps to bring him and his satellites to 
justice. He went almost on a rim down 
State street, until he came to the wliarf, 
where ICeid was on guard. The men had 
had some words earlier in the day, and 
as soon as Keid saw Smith coming, he • 
knew that somebody would get hurt. 
Smith ran up to Keid and. hegan swear- 
ing at him; he then strflek him with 
his rille. Keid grabbed at the barrel 
of the gun with one hand, and drew his 
revolver with the other. But Smith 
jerked the rifle away, struck Keid once 
with it, cutting his arm, and as he raised 
the gun again Ileid pulled the trigger 
of his pistol, but the cap snapped. Be- 
fore he could pull again, Smith raised 
the barrel of the rifle and lired. Again 
Reid grabbed the barrel and at the same 
time shot twice in quick succession, 
Either ball would have killed Smith in- 
stantly. 

There were two shots fired into Smith. 
One shot him in the thigh, and the other 
went into the right side of the chest, 
crossing the body to the left, and going 
through the heart. 

Smith fell dead before the smoke had 
cleared aw r ay and Keid at the same time 
fell. A crowd, which had followed 
Smith, found that Reid was alive, some 
ran for a stretcher, and soon a dozen wil- 
ling men were carrying him toward his 
house two blocks away. Before they 
arrived there Drs. Moore, Cornelius, and 
Bryant were on the scene and it was 
decided to take him at once to the hospi- 
tal. 

The trouble that ended in the shooting 
affray be£an on the previous day. J. B. 
Stewart, one of the returned Klondikers, 
was rolled and robbed of a sack contain- 
ing about $3>000 In nuggets and dust. 
Mr. Stewart Bltys that he had gone into 
Smith's place looking for a companion. 
He walked out into the back yard with 
the bag swung on his shoulder, and was 
Jooking at an eagle which was in a 
.£age. He found there three men, who, 
from the description <riven of tliem af- 
terwards, are supposed to have been Joe 
Bowers, an old man named Tripp, and 
another man called Dick. The three 
men began to play monte, Mr. Stewart 
says, and finally began to scuffle. He 
took no part in the game whatever. In 
a moment or two he found them brush- 
ing up against, him, and before he knew 
it, two of the men grabbed him, and 
the third snatched the bag away from 
him and ran. The two men held him un- 
til the third had got well away. Then 
they ■ too ran in a different direction. 
Tripp is said to have been the one who 
got the bag. Stewart's story is corro- 
borated by two reputable witnesses, a 
man and woman, who saw the whole 
proceedings from adjoining buildings. 

The deputy U. S. marshal was notified 
at once of the robbery, hut he seemed to 
take little interest in it, and the citizens 
began to grow indignant. United States 
Commissioner Sehlbrede was sent for at 
once and he arrived in the city four hours 
later or about G o'clock in the afternoon. 
Judge Sehlbrede sent for Smith as soon 
as he reached the city, and they talked 
the whole matter over. The judge insist- 
ed thnt the men wore Smith's satellites 
and that he would hold him responsible 
for them unless ho would surrender thorn 
and return the gold. But to every ap- 
peal or nrgument or demand, Smith made 
the same answer — that the boys had won 
the money in a fair gambling game, and

In the meantime 
General Greeley had cabled and he was 
the first offlcial to be heard from from 
the front.

Johns, military censor at Flaya del Este, 
reported that the message of the secre- 
tary of war to Shatter was only six min- 
utes in passing froai Washington to 
Flaya. The message received by Gen- 
eral Greeley came at 2:23 p.m. and in- 
dicated that negotiations were yet in 
progress, but as the despatch was sub- 
mitted to the President no details were 
given out. Towards the middle of the 
afternoon, despatches from General Miles 
and General Shatter hegan to arrive in 
response to Seeretaiy Alger's rather Im- 
perative request. They were not given 
out in full, but such portions as were 
made public showed that the negotiations 
«fere still in progress and that the Span- 
ish had raised some rather unexpected 
questions. 

Most important of these was an insis- 
tanee that the Spanish troops should 
regain their anus when they returned to 
Spain. There was entire willingness on 
the part of Gen. Torral to turn over the 
arms to Gen. Shafter at the time of the

ish troops when 
Spanish soil was reached. This was a 
condition which had not been anticipated. 
The authorities here did not regard it ns 
serious, or ns likely to overcome a final 
settlement, as it was attributed to the 
Spanish sensativeness against humilia- 
tion involved in laying down their arms. 
At the same time it was a point which 
neither side appeared to be ready to yield. 
One of the despatches from the front af- 
ter specifying that this difficulty had 
arisen added it was believed a settlement 
would be reached before the day closed. 

General Shatter himself summed up 
the situation by saying: "It cannot be 
posible that there will be a failure in 
completing the arrangements. No ques- 
tion whatever has been raised as to the 
surrender itself. Not only has Gen. Tor- 
ral agreed to it, but this agreement has 
been ratified by General Blanco at Hav- 
ana and by the Spanish authorities at 
Madrid." 

General Greeley received another de- 
spatch at 5 p.m. containing the informa- 
tion that Col. Allan had landed the shore 
end of the signal corps' cable at Playa 
from the cable steamer Adrias coming 
irom an infected district. All were well 
on board, hut no one was allowed ashore. 

Col. Allen returned this evening to Bal 
cuiri to repair the French cable at that 
place and establish regular communica- 
tion between Playn and Santiago, so 
that the army would bo in telegraphic 
communication with Washington. 

The perplexing problem now to be solv- 
ed is how to carry out the pledge made 
by General Shatter to remove the Span- 
ish soldiers who surrendered. It woull 
have been no easy undertaking to re- 
move 20,000 men across ti e Atlantic un- 
der the best conditions, but the reports 
that indicated the existence of yellow- 
fever among the Spanish troops threaten- 
ed all kinds of difficulties. After all it 
was decided to be only a matter of 
money and if the price offered is large 
enough steamship lines can doubtless be 
found to undertake the transportation. 
But several weeks would probably be 
required to remove tho Spaniards, so that 
it would be necessary to maintain a con- 
siderable portion of the army in the 
neighborhood for some time. Still being 
under no care to protect themselves 
against, a foe the American troops can 
he so disposed as to make themselves 
very comfortable in comparison with 
v\Iint they have undergone and by remov- 
ing them to tho hills just in the rear of 
Santiago it is believed that the danger 
of an epidemic of yellow fever would be 
reduced so far thnt it will no longer be 
tin? cause for grave apprehension. The 
surgeon's reports describe the disease as 
of a mild type, and it is said that it 
yields readily to change of locution to 
higher and cooler ground.

None of the down-river fleet has had 
any difficulty in making its inaugural 
trips to Dawson, although both the 
Bella and the Wearo had a little experi- 
ence on the Circle City bar that was not 
altogether pleasant. Bach new arrival 
among the steamers is landing in Daw- 
son from oOO to 500 tons of provisions, 
and these receipts with the contributions 
of the up-river boats dispel all possibility 
of a famine in the future. 

As to the mines, not only the creek 
diggings but the bench claims are pay- 
ing handsomely, while Joaquin Miller 
—who is returning to California by the 
Charles II. Hamilton—declares Monte 
Cristo island to be the greatest district 
of all, despite the fact that he has pro- 
perties also on Bonanza, Ten Mile and 
Skookum gulch. There are as yet only 
twenty-four locations on the island. 
The fact that the up-river steamers en- 
able passengers from Dawson to reach 
Victoria in ten days, while 20 days are 
necessary by tho St. Michael's route, 
will of course divert: a considerable por- 
tion of the down-river travel into the 
new avenue. Nevertheless the old boats 
are not to be overlooked, and every 
berth was engaged on the May West 
when she left Dawson on May 24 with 
between .$750,000 and $1,000,000 
hoard. When the Belle Isle, Weare and 
Bella passed down they had been equal 
ly fortunate in securing business. 

A conservative estimate of the year's 
clean-up, to quote Editor Shupy, of the 
Skagway News, who came down by the 
Cottage City, places the amount at 
slightly less than twenty million dollars, 
three-quarters of this being in the cus- 
tody of the two big trading companies, 
who will send it down by way of St. 
Michael's. The May West had $750,000 
and more, and the other boats which left 
by the 28th of June and the 4th of July 
carry the balance of the output. 

Some of the just-returned gold seekers 
arrived out over the Dyea trail, but the 
majority over the Skagway wagon 
road. Of the former three old timers, 
headed by Jim Mclntyre, called at the 
old stopping place before Skagway was 
— Henley ifc Wilson's store — and there de- 
posited 150 pounds avohdujpis of gold 
dust and nuggets. Five of their com- 
panions also deposited their dust with 
the veteran Sam Heron. 

Another party coming out consisted of 
C. P. Devine, of Tacoma, W. II. Snyder, 
of Fort Wayne, B. O. Kenyon, J. Bren- 
nan, Charles II. Tate, Carl Anderson, 
M. Viera and Joe Mendcs. Each of 
these men showed a buckskin sack cf pet 
nuggets, but as to the amount of their 
piles all are reticent, a second party of 
eight came to Skagway _ direct from 
Sheep Camp, and it required two large 
boats to bring the men and their stuff 
over. 

The First National Bank of Skagway 
kept open all the night of the steamer's 
arrival to receive in their time safes tho 
gold briught in by tin; returning miners, 
and all the hotel safts in the city weie 
also utilized. 

The Brothers Butler preferred to keep 
their dust in sight. Richard Butler, the 
captain of the team, has been in for two 
venrs, and had sent for his brothers to 
share his luck. They are all sturdy, edu 
catcd men, and are bringing out enough 
to buy each a blue-grass farm. Their 
Uip from Dawson to Bake Bennett oc- 
cupied but five and a half days' actual 
travelling time. As to how these Yn 
koners came to start so early, they say 
they had washed all their damps and the 
clean-up was indeed practically finished 
all through the camps. 

Wages keep to $10 to ?15 a day, but 
there will be very iittle work at mining 
until the frost sets in, and men who 
have gone in "on a shoestring" will un- 
doubtedly have to suffer. The river all 
the way up is crowded with newcomers. 
Provisions are getting sc-ireo temporar- 
ily when the river opened, yet the first 
boat in to Dawson, the May West, ar- 
riving June 15, was loaded down to the 
gunwales with whiskey. It was then $1 
a drink, "and bad at that"— as Carl An- 
derson declares. 

All the men speak enthusiastically of 
the outlook in mid around Dawson. The 
richest strikes recently mnde have been 
on the hillsides of Skookum Gulch, and 
its tributary. French Gulch. On the hit 
ter a man picked up with his hands .$2,- 
000 in nuggets in less than two hours. 
The richness of these bench claims has 
created great excitement, and turned the 
attention of the gold seekers in a new 
direction. On the Skookum bed diggings 
as deep as 70 feet has proved unproduc- 
tive. All last night's arrivals say there 
will not be enough boats in Dawson to 
carry out the men who have completed 
their spring clean-up, but all who can 
secure transportation will make the run 
up-river, even if rates go up, the differ- 
ence between ten and twenty-five days 
being an irresistible attraction.

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

Effect of Santiago Capitulation Discounted 
In Advance, and the Bears Again 
Have Control. 



New York, July in. — The bears who cov- 
ered their short contracts In haste yester- 
day afternoon on the fall of Santiago sold 
stocks again to-day, and raided prices down 
with no one say them no. The hull ele- 
ment refrained entirely from offering any 
support, and prices of the whole list drop- 
ped away easily and without any Important 
Interruptions. Then was an entire ab- 
sence of nay outside interest, and dealings 
were very small. The closing was near 
the lowest, with net losses In many cases 
of a point or more. There was a growing 
feeling in the stock market thnt the suc- 
cessful termination of the war and peace 
with Spain have been discounted. 

The Evening Post's financial cable from 
London says: "The stock markets here 
were linn during the day, but closed dull. 
Spanish fours touched 38%, but closed at 
3894, the bonds being offered for sale on 
disquieting reports from Madrid and the 
ptoclaimlng of a military dictatorship. 
Americans fell back to-day, la the absence 
of New York support, not the least Inclina- 
tion being shown here to buy them. Many, 
however, still showed gains. The Paris 
and Berlin markets were steady."

OKA'S SUCCESSFUL TRIP. 

Mr. H. C. Macaulay Tells of the Pass- 
age Against the Yukon's Swift 
Current. 

The success of the steamers Ora and 
Qoddard in making the trip down White 
Horse rapids to Dawson and return will 
revolutionize Klondike travel. The 
steamers hud no difficulty whatsoever on 
the down trip, making the run from 
White Horse to Dawson in three days, 
so that now a man should be able to 
make the through trip from Victoria ii 
less than ten days and the return trip in 
very little more. Mr. Macaulay, who 
come up on the Ora, making the trip 
from Dawson to White Horse in five 
and a half days, says this time can 
he greatly lessened now that the men 
know the river and the company getting 
a supply of wood. On their trip, from 
three to four hours had to be spent in 
every day gathering wood for the steam 
er, a delay that will not occur now that 
the company have sent men down to out 
a lot and pile it on the banks. The 
only dltllcult place to navigate is Five 
Finder rapiusy through which the steam- 
er had to be drawn by ropes attached 
to trees. Otherwise the trip was 
pleasant one, the officers being obliging 
and painstaking and the steamer u com- 
fortable- ouc. Oapt, Ritchie, an old Mis- 
sissippi navigator, was in charge oil the 
first trip, who will nOW clVff Way to Capt, 
Bragg, of this city. Cain, Rupert Cox, 
also of this city, is mate, while the 
chief engineer is James McKay. They 
handled the steamer splendidly and treat- 
ed their passengers with the greatest 
consideration. On leaving Dawson 
there were 02 passengers on board hut 
of these only 27 came through, the. others 
dropping off along the river to go pros- 
pecting. Very few of them expected on 
leaving that they would get through suc- 
cessfully, so that they were both pleas- 
ed and surprised ami will have a good 
laugh on the men who left Dawson at 
at the same time as they did to come out 
by St. Michael's uud who cannot reach 
here for at least a couple of weeks. 

Mr. Macaulay places the total output 
of Klondike region at S12,000,000, of 
which he says $10,000,000 has already 
gone down the river, $8,000,000 on the 
Weare and $2,00(1,000 on the Bella. A 
large amount is being deposited at the 
Bank of British North America and 
Bank of Commerce, who are paying $3-1 
cash an ounce for it and giving the bal- 
ance of its value after the assay is made. 
Messrs. Doig and Fiulaison, formerly of 
the Victoria branch, are in charge of 
the Rank of British North America. 
They are doing business ina tent, with 
They are doing business in a' tent, with 
cinders, and take their gold to police 
headquarters at night. A building is, 
however, being erected for them. 

Eldorado and Bonanza creeks are still 
the big producers of the district, al- 
though tlie other creeks are showing up 
wi ll on prospects, MeQucstin, a recent 
discovery, being particularly good. 

The water on the lower Yukon is very 
low for this season of the year, but it 
is expected that most of the boats will 
make one trip up and then enter the up- 
per river trade, which will now lie the 
most popular. The Willie Irving, be- 
longing to Capt. Spencer, of Portland, 
and Victoria parties, was sold at Daw- 
son for $27,500 to Jack Dalton and Mo- 
loney, who will run her from Dawson to 
the end of the Dalton trail to connect 
with their pony express. 

Sanitary regulations are being strictly 
enforced in Dawson by Major Walsh, 
and the health of the city is good. The 
main street is being paved with saw- 
dust and the residents are subscribing 
liberally for the fire fighting plant now 
on the way in. 

Most of the Victorians were still out 
on their claims so that Mr. Macaulay 
saw few from this city. Dave Spencer 
and the Eckardt brothers left for home 
via St. Michael's on June 25; D. Car- 
mody, got down among the first and 
sold his goods at a bitf' advance before 
they wore off the scow; Captains Bal- 
com, Martin and Harris, who left their 
schooners at Ounnlaska last, year, got 
through safely; Messrs Segi'ue and Van 
Milligan reached Dawson without mis- 
bap; Harry Howard and W. J. Perry 
are still (bung well; Jim Macaulay did 
not work his claims last winter, devot- 
ing his attention to trading, and Nor- 
man Macaulay did'' a rushing business 
with his tramway at White Horse. 

The mail brought out by the Ora is 
expected down on the Tartar, now due.

WONDERFUL ANIMALS. 

Norris Brothers' Dogs and Ponies Give 
a Very Pleasing and Clever 
Performance. 

What n littlo patience and intelligent 
treatment: can (b> towards educating 
dumb animals was beautifully demon- 
strated at Norris Brothers' dog and pony 
.-how which appeared at the corner of 
Douglas and Herald street last evening. 
The exhibition was given under a largo 
spread of canvas, which was crowded 
with a delighted gathering, whose ap- 
preciation of the performance almost as- 
sumed the dimensions of enthusiasm; The 
show is distinctly one of small animals- 
dogs, which no canine Cambridge or 
Oxford, could improve on, and ponies 
which can do everything but talk in n 
way that even the modern Solomons in 
the' attendance were amazed at. 'Ponies 
with their heads over each other's should- 
ers waltzed around the ring like so many 
human beings, dogs dressed as ladies and 
gentlemen afforded similar entertain- 
ment, gave comical imitations of church 
services,' piano playing, climbed ladders, 
walked tight ropes— all at a word Of 
bidding, kind but firm.

THE OPPOSITION PLAN. 

The scheme of the opposition, us out- 
lined in our Vancouver despatch yester- 
day is weak in places and objectionable 
throughout. In some respects it is dan- 
gerous. Iu ii legislature that is to be 
reduced to twenty-one members it is pro- 
posed to hare a ministry oC seven. With 
the Speaker, the ministry would only re- 
quire three votes besides themselves to 
give them control oC the house. This 
would he intolerable. 

The proposed increase of departmental 
salaries and sessional indemnity cannot, 
we think, lie defended, uor can the de- 
clared intention to make radical changes 
iu the personnel of the civil service. 

The scheme is of interest chiefly ns 
showing the extremes to which the oppo- 
sition is prepared to go in order to get 
into power. 

Our correspondent reports that, the cau- 
cus has provided a portfolio for Mr. Fat- 
•ersou, hut. it has failed to provide him 
with a seat in the house. 

The law authorizes the establishment 
of x fifth department, but »<>t a sixth, 
and we think that Premier Turner will 
RCt along very well for the next four 
years with live. 



U N J U STIFI ABL E N B G LE C T. 

The report of the Hoard of Trade, 
which is printed in the Colonist to-day, 
sets out that while the British Columbia 
fishermen paid .$50,000 into the revenue 
of Canada last year for licenses, only 
$10,000 has been appropriated by par- 
liament to the purposes of the fisheries, 
;#id iu this connection mention is. made of 
the fact that the request for the estab- 
lishment of hatcheries on the Skeena 
and Nans rivers and Rivers Inlet has 
been disregarded. In view of the very 
great importance of the fishing interests 
of British Columbia, it seems only rea- 
sonable to expect that the government 
will regard the receipts from licenses ns 
simply a contribution by the fishermen 
to be expended for their benefit and not 
as something that can be properly ex- 
pended elsewhere. If the government 
made no expenditure on behalf of the 
fishermen, the exacting of a license could 
not be defended. The only justification 
for it is that the industry should sustain 
•itself ami not be a charge upon the ex- 
chequer of the Dominion. Strong repre- 
sentations .should be made to the ministry 
.in tliis connection. Surely the fisheries 
of British Columbia an? of sufficient im- 
portance to Canada as a whole to en- 
title them at least to equitable treatment. 
They ought at least to receive as much 
■out of the treasury as they pay in, seeing 
that their prosecution contributes large- 
ly to the revenue indirectly by iucreasin 
•the consumption of dutiable goods.

other powers objected, and the British 
government undertook to find the money, 
with an implied proviso that the amount 
should be refunded at some indefinite 
date in the future. Fortunately for the 
British taxpayer, several prosperous 
ye." is have- made this unlooked-for bur- 
den not a very serious one, and :is the 
time for repayment was extremely inde- 
finite, the wiping of the score from off 
the slate can hardly be regarded as the 
sacrifice of an available asset. It is said 
that the rest of the expense will be 
heme by Egypt, but this is ns open to 
doubt as was the original statement that 
the Khedive's treasury would bear it all. 

This latter consideration docs not at all 
lessen the importance of the step just 
taken. Before the flags of Great Britain 
and Egypt fly over the ruins of Khar- 
toum fully a round million of pounds 
sterling, contributed by British taxpay- 
ers, will have been swallowed tip in the 
expense of the campaign, not to speak 
of good British blood that will have been 
spilled on the sands of the Soudan. The 
Briton sometimes does Quixotic; things, 
but he is very unlikely to be willing to 
see the territory thus rescued from the 
ecntrol of the worst barbarism, bund- 
ed over fo Egypt as a free gift. Espe- 
cially unlikely is such a course in view 
of the fact that it is only a step, so to 
speak, from Khartoum to the borders of 
Uganda, with a navigable river all the 
way and a British gunboat plying cm it. 
If Great Britain conquers the Soudan 
at her own proper costs and charges she 
will also have to administer it in the 
same way. One of the first, acts of ad- 
ministration will be to devise ways and 
means of making the government self- 
sustaining, a matter that will probably 
present no serious difficulties. The dif- 
ference between this and actual dominion 
is so slight that the London Daily Citron 
icle is quite warranted ill cautioning the 
nation to be ready for "the swallowing 
almost at. a gulp, of a new empire." 

The chancellor of the exchequer na fur 
ally does not employ language of that 
nature. lie contented himself with s 
iug: "No man can tell what the end of 
the advance on Khartoum may be" and 
with assuring the House of Commons 
that no operations "on a large scale" 
were contemplated above Khartoum, but 
the adjective "large" is delieiously inde- 
finite, especially when it is used iu con 
nection with the further statement that 
"until Khartoum is taken I can add noth 
ing to what has already been said." Si 
the question resolves itself to this- "Af- 
ter Khartoum, what?' Cecil Rhodes 
would doubtless answer: "A railway to 
the Cape," and the chances are that be 
would not lie very far wrong. 



• THE WATER SUPPLY. 

The Mayor explains that his reasol 
for withholding his approval from th 
^1,500 expenditure to connect, the reser- 
voir with the water mains, so as to 
permit the filter beds to be used is to be 
found iu the report of the chief engineer 
made on June 9th ult. In that report the 
chief engineer expressed the opinion that 
the use of the reservoir in its present 
■condition wojild lead fo the discoloration 
•of the wafer by reason of flic clayey 
sides being dissolved, that the current 

created by tin- passage of water through 
the reservoir would injure the slopes and 
that the action of the water upon the 
sides, by dissolving some of the material, 
might cause the other to slide to the bot- 
tom. 

Under these circumstances the Mayoi 
thinks that so Car from the expenditure 
of £1,1)00 in the manner mentioned en- 
abling the citizens to make a thorough 
test of tile filtered water and thus be i 
duced to sanction the expenditure neci 
sary for the completion of the reserve 
quite the opposite effect would lie pt 
dUCCd, and as the water would be di 
colored the verdict would be unfavorable 
1o the filtering capacity of the beds. 
Moreover ho thinks that I he injury done 
to the sides of the reservoir might be 
serious and he did not feel warranted in 
the face of the report of the engineer iu 
assenting to the proposed plan. 

Ill reply fo a question as fo what could 
he done under the circumstances, the 
Mayor said that the only way the by- 
law could be re-submitted this year is 
for 15 per cent, of the taxpayers entitled 
to vote uiion it to petition for its re-sub- 
mission, and at the same lime guaran- 
tee the city against tile cost of the el 

lion in case the by-law is defeated. 
As it. is not very likely that any oil! 
will go to (his trouble, and as the posi- 
tion taken by the Mayor is one from 
which he is not likely to recede, and for 
which he advances reasons that are 
not without weight, we suppose the mat- 
ter must remain in abeyance until next 
yenr. 



THE EGYPTIAN CAMPAIGN. 

On June 27th the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer made the following motion in the 
British House of Commons, and it was 
carried by a vote of 155 to 81: "That if 
is expedient that the grant in aid of 
£7itS,8(12 to His Highness the Khedive of 
Egypt should not be repaid." • la this 
milliner Great Britain has assumed the 
■cost of the Nile campaign and absolved 
Egypt from any claim to refund it. As 
will be remembered, when the campaign 
■was begun the intention was to charge 
the expense against certain, funds iu the 
thnnds of the joint Egyptian finance coni- 



the government for throwing its 
influence against the extension of 
the Corbhi system to Midway, He then 
went on to speak of the difficulty which 
Victoria would have in competing for the 
Kootenuy trade, and asked why the Col- 
onist did not agitate for the development 
of Vancouver Island. The reply was 
that to do so at that time would give the 
mutter a political aspect, hut that Im- 
mediately after election the subject 
would be brought up. He agreed us to 
the desirability of deferring the discus- 
sion and suggested that, when it was 
spoken of, the business men should be 
invited to get together and take the mat- 
ter in hand. After a few ideas liad been 
exchanged on the subject the conversa- 
tion ended with a promise on behalf of 
the Colonist that as soon as (ho election 
was over the matter would be dealt with. 
That promise has been kept. 

The Colonist, is not at all sorry that the 
Review bus seen fit to approach Ibis very 
important matter in the spirit evinced 
by ils article, because it displays the 
bitterness of the hostility which il feels 
towards every person or paper not in 
political sympathy with it, and such an 
exhibition places it in ils true light be- 
fore the people. But it is a matter of 
profound regret that any newspaper is 
actuated by so narrow iiinl purlizun a 
spirit. If there is any one thing, upon 
which the people of I he Island should 
unite it is in an effort to develop its 
great, resources and to improve its con- 
nection with the northern part of the 
province. Upon these things depends 
the prosperity of the people now residing 
here. The Colonist proposes to urge this 
mutter upon public attention to tin; best 
of its ability and it is confident that in 
so doing it will receive the support of all 
right-thinking people. As for others, 
such as inspire articles of the kind print- 
ed in the Review, their opinion counts 
for very little. 



PROTECTION IN TUB UNITED 
, STATES. 

There is a very decided departure in 
the United States in the direction of 
freer trade, and even some of the more 
pronounced advocates of protection are 
doubting the expediency of lotainln; 
as a feature of the national policy. One 
reason for this doubtless is to be found 
in the more or less overt tariff war with 
which United Slalcs exporters havi 
found themselves confronted abroad 
Another is the desire to compete with all 
coiners in the Asiatic market, and this 
it is fedt. will be impossible, if the raw 
materials of manufacture, anil these i 
elude food products, are not chenpene 
The movement iu one of world-wide im- 
portance. 

The staunchest advocates of protec- 
tion in Canada never regarded it. as any- 
thing more than a temporary measure, 
rendered necessary by the peculiar condi- 
tions with which the Dominion was con- 
fronted. They were protectionists from 
necessity ami not. for choice. .Sir John 
Macdouald saw in LS7S that a stimulus 
was needed to domestic industry, Alex- 
ander Mackenzie also saw it, but he de- 
clined fo apply it in the only way pos- 
sible. The more statesmanlike Conserva- 
tive leader showed himself equal to 
fhe emergency and the result has been 
of very great benefit to Canada. Doubt- 
less Sir John, like every other British 
subject, was a free trader in theory; but 
theories count for little in politics, which 
must always be governed by expediency. 
Protection was expedient in 1878; it is 
expedient in 1808. Substantially both 
parlies admit this, although Mr. Field- 
ing talks free trade, the difference of 
opinion being as lo how the incidence of 
protection should fall. 

What is true of Canada in this respect 
is true of every part of the world, where 
protection has been tried. Every where 
it has been an expedient to meet u pre- 
sent Emergency, and nowhere have its 
advocates, except, those who may be call- 
ed ext rem ists. contended thai if is In be 
regarded as the normal fiscal condition of 
any country. Hence the movement in the 
United Slates toward lowering tile tariff 
barriers will be regnrded with the great- 
est interest not only in the Dominion, 
but in Europe. Especially interested 
will Great Britain be, for John Bright 
once said thai all America needed to 
make it rival British commercial supre- 
macy was to develop British fiscal prin- 
ciples. 

The crop of election protqsts seems 
likely to be pretty large. The indica- 
tions are that the government will be the 
sole gainer by them. 



The point made by Mr. I). R, Ker in 
liis brief Interview in regard to James 
Bay bridge is important, lie said that 
the new structure should be put. up be- 
fore the present one is taken down, other- 
wise trndic to the onto.' wharf would be 
handicapped by the long detour around 
the head of the bay.

The 
council must realize that there is really 
no timw to be lost in Inking this matter 
up.

The Latest Patterns in Sashes Just Arrived. 
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Yesterday afternoon the British Col- 
umbia Board of Trade annual meeting 
was held, the interest centering round 
the reading of the annual report anil 
the election of officers. 

Mr. II. Herschel Cohen in expressing 
his satisfaction at the promiueuce given 
to mining in the report had a few sug- 
gestions to offer towards what he be- 
lieved would be improvements iu the 
present mining laws, especially as to the 
re-location of claims. He was not al- 
together in accord with the remarks so 
often heard as to the great amount of 
progress made in mining for he believed 
that the increase could be made much 
greater by proper amendments to the 
present mining laws. For instance, the 
present method of relocation should be 
changed so that one man could not as at 
present hold any number of claims with- 
out working them. The law in this re- 
spect might easily be remedied by a pro- 
vision to the effect Unit when a suffi- 
cient amount of work had not been done 
at the end of the year on a claim, the 
same man could not relocate the claim, 
but the property should be forfeited to 
the crown to be sold at public auction. 
Then "again there should be systematic 
advertising of British Columbia's min- 
eral wealth and details should be pub- 
lished monthly of the output and other 
details of properties working. There 
was the crudest impression among the 
miners and especially American miners 
iu Kootenay that the output of their 
mines was the private business of the 
owners. Mr. Cohen on the contrary be- 
lieved that this information should be 
public property in the interest of the 
province. The worst thing that could be 
done to the industry was to pamper it 
tnd under present conditions a man 
might get hold of a mining property and 
instead of working it sit down and wait 
for some one to come along and pur- 
chase it. Hundreds of mines ware now 
being held this way to the detriment of 
the mining interests of the province. He 
believed too that a slight increase of 
taxation on the .'nines would not hurt the 
industry and would assist the govern- 
ment in opening up trails and roads in 
the mining districts. He advocated too 
doing away with the provision that al- 
lowed a man to pay $100 a year in lieu 
of assessment won;. The proper way 
was to insist in development work bo- 

g done. 

The report was then adopted and refer- 
red to the incoming council to amend if 
necessary and have it printed. 

The financial statement was then read 
and adopted, the balance sheet showing 
no liabilities and assets to the amount 
of ^S,'2I!-1.4S. 

The election of officers was next pro- 
eded with. . , , .

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

With Few Exceptions All Brancehs of 
Industry Show Substantial 
Progress. 

The following is the report read by the 
secretary, Mr. F. Elworthy, at the B. C. 
Board of Trade meeting yesterday: 
To the Members of tne British Col urn 
bin Board of Trade: 
Gentlemen,— The progress of British 
Columbia has been very satisfactory dur- 
ing the past twelve months; with few 
exceptions all branches of Industry show 
substantial improvement. 

MINING. 
Notwithstanding the excitement caused 
by the discovery of placer gold in the 
Klondike region, mining in British Col- 
umbia has not been neglected, and the

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output of 1807 exceeded tho previous 
year by 40 per cent.

When it is considered that in 1S02 the 
total output of lode mines was only 
$100,000, against $ 7,050,000 in 1807, a 
better idea can be formed of the pro- 
gress made in silver-lead and copper-gold 
mining. Since the foregoing figures were 
prepared a steadily increasing monthly 
output has been maintained. British Col- 
umbia mines now rank higher iu the Eon- 
don market than ever before, and for- 
eign capital for mining purposes is easily 
available for the puienase and develop- 
ment of properties upon which sufficient 
work has been done to enable mining ex- 
perts to determine their values and re 
port favorably. The wild speculation in 
the formation of mining companies, com 
p.uined of a year ago, has disappeared. 
Many of the properties are now in the 
hand's of companies having the necessary 
capital to properly work them. The 
apathy which previously existed towards 
smelting ores in British Columbia is fast 
disappearing, with the certainty that 
they can be treated profitably. In thi 
connection the following figures are inter 
est ing: 08,801 tons of Rossland copper- 
gold ore averaging $.",0.4S per ton return 
ed a profit of $12 to $1(1 per ton; 33,571 
tons of Slocan ore assaying 108.5 ounces 
silver per ton and 45.7 per cent, lead, 
value $97. 70 per ton, returned a 
profit of $50 to $55 per ton. 

WEST KOOTENAY— The district of 
West Kootenay contributed over 05 per 
cent, of the output of lode mines in 1S07. 
This is accounted for as much by the 
natural waterways and short lines of 
railway which open it up, and facilitate 
the shipment of ores as by the richness 
or extent of the ores themselves. 

TRAIL— In the Trail Creek division, 
of which Rossland is the centre, develop- 
ments of tlie past year have tended to 
confirm the belief in the permanency of 
the lode veins. Although the nubmer of 
shipping mines has not largely increased, 
the output nearly doubled that of the 
previous twelve months. It is well 
known thin many claims in this division 
are unworked at present on account of 
the lode veins. Although the number of 
ful future for these is found in the fol- 
lowing figures: In 1804 the average value 
of the ore treated from the Rossland 
camp was, $-10.00 per ton; in 1805 it was 
$35.07; in 1800 it was $32.05; and In 
1807 only $30.4S per ton. nevertheless 
in the year hist mentioned the profit 
was from $12 to $10 per ton. In 1807 
the average smelting charge was $11 per 
ton, but with cheaper fuel combined 
with the improved facilities and larger 
plant now being completed there is a 
possibility of Rossland ores being treated 
at $7 per ton. Add to these conditions 
a reduction in the cost of mining, and 
transportation expenses reduced to the 
lowest point, then? is a prospect of Ross- 
land copper ore valued at $12, being min- 
ed at a profit. At present this ore aver- 
aging under $10 per ton will not; pay. 

N EESON — Considerable development 
work has been done throughout the Nel- 
son district. The output was principally 
from one mine which yielded 47,50(1 tons 
of ore at an average value of $10.81 per 
ton as follows: 20.7 ounces of silver, 
.04 of gold, and 3.03 per cent. Of copper 
per 2.000 pounds Of ore. A 'dividend of 
8133.750 was paid to the owners of the 
mine. On another property a ten-stamp 
mill has been operated. The value of 
1.251 tons of ore was $0.25 per ton of 
which $7.70 was saved in the crushiugs, 
and $1.55 left in the concentrates. 

SLOGAN— The silver-lend mines of the 
Slocan paid about a million dollars in 
dividends in ISO": the net production per 
smelter returns being 33,570 tons, against 
10,500 tons in the previous year, and 
0,514 tons in 1805. The average value 
of these ores in 1807 was $07.70 per ton. 
They were smelted in me United Stales 
at a cost, including freight at $22 per 
ton, to which must be added United 
States dutv on the lead, cost of mining, 
sacking mill delivering to shipping port; 
the profit was from $50 to $55 per ton. 
It is worthy of note that some Slocan sil- 
ver-lead mines have lately been transfer- 
red to British companies whilst others 
are being examined with the same object. 
Claims upon which little development 
work had been done and held at high fig- 
ures can now be bought at prices likely 
to be more attractive to capitalists. 

EAST KOOTENAY— There was not 
much increase in the output of East 
Kootenny mines, neither is any expected 
until the Crow's Nest railway reaches 
Kootenay lake in September next, but a 
great deal of prospecting has been done, 
and many locutions made. 

CARIBOO— The output of the placer 
mines in Cariboo was small in 1807. The 
various creeks have yielded thirty-five 
million dollars since 1858; but the old 
surface workings are now about cleaned 
up and there have been no recent dis- 
coveries of Importance. Croat efforts 
have been made to reach bedrock of the 
principal gold bearing creeks of the early 
sivties, when Cariboo was known all 
over tho world. Shafts were sunk 50 
to 125 feet deep, but ill many cases just 
when the prize seemed within reach the 
miners were driven out by water. At- 
tempts have continued for years past, but 
the great cost in transporting machinery 
and provisions has proved a serious ob- 
stacle. It is believed that the bedrock 
of these creeks can only be worked by 
draining, which will require an outlay of 
much capital. Hydraulicing is a cosily 
undertaking in consequence of the great 
distance between the gold bearing gravel 
and water at the required elevation; 
and the shortness of the season during 
which the water has heretofore been 
available is also a strong factor against 
dividends. In most cases where

THE "CITY OK SEATTLE." 

Arrives With a Good Share of Klondike 
anil Interesting News of the 
North. 

The steamer City of Seattle arrived 
from the North about one o'clock this 
morning. She left Djea and Skagway at 
seven on Sunday last and came via Pyra- 
mid Harbor, Glacier Hay, Killsnoo, Sitka 
anil Juneau, leaving Juneau on 'Wednes- 
day morning at six o'clock for Pugdt 
Sound, via Wrangel, Ketchukan, Mary 
Island and Victoria. The Seattle reports 
having met the steamer Utopia at 12 a.m. 
on the Pith, with a schooner in tow. Five 
miles north of Mary Island she met the 
steamship Alki, at ID p.m. on the 14th. 
She passed a low boat ami the ship 
Shirley anchored in Bella Bella, and two 
miles south of Bella Bella met the steam- 
er North Pacific. Good weather prevail- 
ed the entire trip. Mr. E. II. Crosby, of 
the Boston Daily Post, with Mrs. Cros- 
by, and William Weir, of New York, ac- 
companied by his two nieces, were pass- 
engers for the round trip. 

It was learned at. Juneau that the cit- 
izens' committee at Skagway had suc- 
ceeded in capturing Bowers, who with 
other accomplices robbed J. I). Stewart, 
and that while they were preparing to 
lynch them, Captain Yeatman with the 
regular soldiers arrived at Skagway from 
Dyca. He took charge of the prisoners 
and proclaimed the town under martial 
law, thereby relieving deputy sheriffs. 

A large number of Soapy Smith's old 
followers took passage on the Seattle 
for tite South, anil others took passage 
on the Tartar for Victoria and Vancou- 
ver. The alleged wife of Soapy Smith 
is amongst the passengers on the Tartar. 
She tried to take passage on the Seattle, 
but. was removed from the boat at Skag- 
way by the citizens' committee. They 
afterwards relieved her of about three 
thousand dollars, so it is reported. 

The following passengers by the Se- 
attle are recent arrivals over the Dal- 
ton Trail from Dawson City: A. Olsen, 
William McTnggott, John Bookman, 
David Gunn, II. A. Conn, William Wil- 
son. The following came over the Chll- 
liuot Pass and Skagway trail: Peter 
h'ri/.elle, W. J. McLeod, F. A. Raney, C. 
Johnson.' M. Voire, Theo. llabernal. K. 
M. Sullivan. .1. Anderson, W. II. Sny- 
der, W. C. Duncan and 10. Lewiu. They 
bring $183,000 in dust, and something 
over $400,000 in drafts. Ad report most 
favorably of the steamer service between 
Dawson anil Lake Bennett, having made 
the trip from Dawson to the Sound in 
eieven days. Bake Bennett, is fast be- 
coming a distributing centre. Business 
routed by the steamer lines from Lake 
Bennett can reach Dawson in nine days 
from Victoria. The river is reported 
to he two feet lower than it was lust 
year at this time. In consequence nearly 
everybody will he compelled to use the 
overland routes.

VICTORIA TUBULAR BRIDGE. 



The Grand Trunk bridge, spanning the 
Rt. Lawrence River from Montreal to St. 
Lambert, is undergoing reconstruction so 
as to admit of double trucking and to do 
away with Hie discomforts attaching to 
the old-fashioned method of tubular 
bridge construction. A modern truss 
structure is being built upon the present 
piers, and tho work is being done without 
obstruction to railway trnfile across the 
bridge. The piers were widened at the 
top and the shore abutments were rebuilt, 
but otherwise the masonry was not inter- 
fered with, the engineers finding that the 
original piers were in excellent, condition. 
The reconstruction is' being done tinder 
the supervision of Mr. Joseph Hobson, 
Chief Engineer of the Grand Trunk Hail- 
way Company. Work begun last fall, 
nntl was decided upon in the year of 
Queen Victoria's Jubilee, ISO". The im- 
provement has been estimated at $1,000,- 
000. 

The Victoria bridge is the sixth long- 
est in the world, but there are many oth- 
ers which rank high above it as examples 
of meritorious and difficult engineering 
construction. The six longest bridges in 
the world are the new Taj' bridge, Scot- 
land, which is 10,780 feet: the Ohio Rivet- 
bridgo, at Cairo, 111.. 10.7S0 feet; the 
Fortli bridge, Scotland, 8,205 feet; the 
Missouri River bridge at Kansas City, 
Mo., 7,633 feet; the Poughkeepsie bridge, 
(1,770 feet, and the Victoria bridge at 
Montreal, which is 0,520 feet, or nearly 
one and one-quarter miles long. The last 
wits designed by Itohert Stephenson, and j o', s - 
wns completed in 1S00. having, occupied 
years in construction. It has 25 
. ns, the middle one being .'!!?0 feet, and 
each of the others 242 feet, and it cost 
".000.000. 

rhe bridge derives its classification as 
"tubular" from the rectangular steel tube 
through which traflic passes from end to 
end of this structure. The train passes 
through the tubs as through a tunnel in 
gloom and smoke, and from the travel- 
ler's point of view the tubular is not the 
most popular route. These tubes form 
very strong and stiff bridges, but their 
great weight and the time and labor ex- 
pended in their construction render them 
the most costly of all bridge structures, 
and the Victoria, like one of its kind in 
Wales, also designed by Stephenson, 
proved ruinous to the company that built 
it, arid the- bridge engineers now think 
the tubular bridge was a mistake and 
really retarded the development of econ- 
omic bridge design.

It is known to ex- 
ist throughout British Columbia, and 
two properties of that character have 
been worked profitably lor some years 
past. 

PLACER GOLD — The districts of Car- 
iboo, Cassiar, Omiiieca, Skeena ami Stik- 
ine afford a very rich iield lor prospecting 
for placer gold and are now receiving the 
attention of hundreds of miners who be- 
lieve them to be 11s well as the country 
farther north. The climate at the same 
time is less rigid. Strong points in fa- 
vor of placer mining in British Columbia 
nre: The absence of royalty mi the out- 
put, no claims reserved for the govern- 
ment ns in the North West Territories, 
and n license costing only ?5 instead of 
§10. 

COAL — The output of A ancouver 
Island enni in 15!.)T VftS $92,295 tons, of 
which G19,8G0 tons were exported. Auotu 
one-third of the coal imported into Cal- 
ifornia during tlu; same period was from 
Ukeso mines. The manufacture of coke 
~i3 progressing satisfactorily, L7,S;!1 tons 
being the output in 1WJ7. This is a new 
industry, only 1,0U5 tous were produced 
in lS5)3-0fl. , . . 

IRON, ETC.— Besides the minerals 
mentioned there are immense deposits of 
iron ore of very high grade, many situ- 
ated near good harbors, with the fluxes 
required in smelting conveniently near; 
also quick-silver, cement rucks suitable 
for making Roman mid ordinary ce- 
ments, white and gray marble, and sev- 
eral varieties of building stones. Mica 
in large quantities, clear and of very 
pure quality, is obtained within a fe,w 
feet of the surface. Gypsum free of 
coloring matter has been located in huge 
bodies. These minerals await the capi- 
talist to put them into marketable form. 

The mining outlook all over British 
Columbia is excellent. Late develop- 
ment work in the shipping mines have 
brought to view large bodies of ore 
which alone assures u continuance of the 
monthly increasing output, and the com- 
pletion of the railways under construc- 
tion and those projected will enable 
many valuable properties to ship and 
swell later returns. The cost of trans- 
portation and treatment is being reduced 
with the result that many properties 
which no one would work a year ugo are 
now operated profitably. The prospecting 
work done in divisions not traversed by 
railways is most encouraging and sat- 
isfies those best acquainted with the 
country that mining in British Columbia 
is yet only in its initial stage. Claim 
owners seeking capital should not rely 
too much on these conditions but should 
be encouraged to make extraordinary ef- 
forts to develop their properties, sulti- 
ciently at least to satisfy experts in 
search for profitable investments. 

A matter deserving the attention of the 
provincial government is the re-staking 
of claims. A mineral claim is recorded 
for a small fee, but to hold it, what is 
called "assessment work" must be done 
edduring the year to the value of .^100.01) 
or the claim may be held by paying this 
sum into the provincial treasury. It ap- 
pears that in some eases neither is done, 
but upon the date the claim becomes 
Crown property by neglect, a friend of 
the holder can find it purchaser. It is 
desired that the Mineral act be amended 
to meet such cases. 

FISHERIES. 
It was expected that the salmon pack 
of 1S97 would he large, but the total 
pack of 1,015,577 cases, an increase of 
5S per cent, over aud above the previous 
highest record, exceeded the hopes of the 
most sanguine. The increase was al- 
most exclusively from the Fraser ri/er 
and is counted for principally by the 
hatchery established there in 1SSJ; the 
diminution of seals in the Pacilic ocean 
is believed to have had a beneficial ef- 
fect on the salmon run. A combine of 
the principal salmon canncrs in British 
Columbia was formed in December lust 
for the purpose of preventing undue 
competition in the British markets. This 
has had a beneficial effect, and has work- 
ed satisfactorily in the interests of all 
concerned.. There were no ehnnges in 
the fisheries regulations last year, neither 
was the recommendation of the joint 
fisheries commission acted upon for a 
common close lishing season in the Unit- 
ed States waters contigious to British 
Columbia. The Dominion government 
receipts from salmon fishing licenses in 
British Columbia amounted to about 
$o0,000 in 1S07, whilst the total expend! 
ture of the department of fisheries was 
not much over $10,000. 'The knowledge 
of these facts adds to the disappointment 
caused by the department's failure to 
comply with the canncrs' requests that 
salmon hatcheries be established on the 
Skeena and Nuns rivers, and on Rivers 
inlet and additional hatcheries on the 
Fraser river. It was expected, further, 
that a specialist would be stationed in 
British Columbia for the purpose of 
studying fish life more completely. Oys- 
ters and lobsters have been brought from 
the East and planted in British Colum- 
bia tidal waters and the first reports of 
these experiments were favorable. Hub 
but and sturgeon lishing continues on a 
small scale and until reciprocal trade 
with the United States is arranged no 
very great expansion of these industries 
may be looked f<ir. 

SEALING. 
The sealing industry continues to suffer 
from the restriction placed upon it by the 
Behring Sea Arbitration in 1894, in 
which year the season's catch was !)7,- 
47-1 seals; last season the catch was only 
30,410 seals. The arbitration award of 
$463,454 as determined by Her Britannic 
Majesty's government and United States 
commissions has been paid to the. Domin- 
ion government and the preliminary steps 
nre now being taken for its distribution 
amongst the claimants. 

LUMBER. 
The foreign demand for lumber lias 
lately improved, but in consequence of 
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the combine between the principal North 
Pacific exporting mills having terminat- 
ed, competition is very keen. There are 
ninety sawmills in the province with daily 
capacity of one and three-quarter million 
feet. The wooded area is about 2Sij,0(X> 
square miles and includes '10 kinds of 
timber; 502,017 acres of timber lands are 
leased. The present output of the lum- 
ber mills does not deplete the forest binds 
to any great extent, but there is con- 
siderable loss caused by the forest iires 
which occur yearly. The recommendation 
of this board that all lumber for export 
bo graded lias not been carried out. The 
necessary act was passed by the legisla- 
ture, but it has not yet been proclaimed. 
This is to be regretted as nuch specific 
giocling would protect the mill men and 
simplify the work of the purchaser when 
pirchig orders. 

AGRICULTURE. 
Agriculture in British Co'umbia never 
appeared more favorable for success than 
at the present time. The increased de- 
mand of the past two years and the good 
crops have done much towards re-estab- 
lishing the confidence of the fanners. 
The harvest of 1897 was especially good 
and prices were greatly advanced ns the 
result of the mining activity and the 
Yukon movement. As a cousenueuee 
stocks have been well cleared out and 
formers iiKVO realized above the aver- 
age. The acreage this year has con- 
siderably increased, ami the weather bay- 
ing been very favorable throughout, the 
harvest promises to bo a bountiful one. 
The hay crop especially is largo and the 
acreage extensive. The fruit crops is 
not so favorable this year as last and 
the yield will be short. However, fruit 
growing as an industry is progressing 
rapidly and the home, market is well sup- 
plied. An outlet is provided in Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territory, and the 
export In that direction promises well 
and is practically unlimited. The ccn- 
ning and preserving industry is steadily 
growing and affords profitable outlet for 
the surplus fruits. Great improvement is 
seen in the packing of fruit for market. 
From a commercial point of view, it is 
noteworthy that the British Columbia 
Fruit Exchange in the New Westmin- 
ster district and the Vancouver Island 
Produce Society, with headquarters at 
Victoria, is each doing a fair busincs on 
a co-operative basis. The dairying in- 
dustry is progressing favorably, Butter 
produced by local creameries is prefer- 
red to the imported article, nnd finds a 
ready sale at good prices. Commission 
merchants dealing in imported goods 
state that they observe a very material 
difference in supplying the local products, 
nnd this is a factor with which they have 
to cope' to a greater extent each year. 
The fact that, imports in the aggregate 
have not diminished is due to the great 
increase of population and the extraor- 
dinary demand created by mining de- 
velopment and the Yukon trnde. In all 
districts favorable to the dairying inter- 
est, greater attention is being paid to 
this subject. On the Delta of the bra- 
ser river and at Victoria there seems 
to be a good opening for the canning of 
vegetables. 

IN DUSTRIAL ESTABLISHMENTS. 

The capacity of the smelter at Trail is 
being increased to 5U0 tons per day and 
two lead stacks are being added. Al- 
though the plant is not operating at pre- 
sent, the company owning it is purchas- 
ing all the ore offering, and contracts for 
treatment are being entered into at a 
considerable reduction on last years 
rates. At the Nelson smelter improve- 
ments and enlargements of the plant 
bine been effected. A new copper stack 
has been built which will treat 3U0 tons 
per day. 'The old one, with a capacity of 
100 tons per day, has been converted for 
lead smelting. The Pilot Bay smelter 
has not run during the year. At present 
Kooteuay is producing enough lend to 
supply the whole of Cunadn, still all the 
lead ores are being treated in the United 
States the mine owners paying United 
States duty, $30 per ton, for lead con- 
tents on ore mined. Canada imports all 
its lead and manufactures of lend pay- 
ing duty therefor 40 cents per KM) lbs. 
The fact that two smelters in Kootenay 
which have heretofore handled only cop- 
per ores are now preparing to treat the 
lend ores also encourages the hope that 
ere long British Columbia lead ores 
will be smelted in the province nnd thus 
create the attendant manufacturing of 
lead. In this connection it follows that 
a refinery must be built in Canada. This 
board bus asked the Dominion govern- 
ment to increase the duty on lead and 
manufactures of lead to correspond with 
the United States tariff on these articles 
in order to protect the new industries 
mentioned. 

The shipvard and iron works have 
been very busy in meeting the demand 
for steamers on Yukon routes, in fact 
«>vorv industry has been more or less 
affected by the large number of gold 
seekers which have gone into the north- 
ern country. The disposal of fish offal 
has long received the attention of can- 
ncrs, especially on the Fraser river; this 
now seems in a fair way of settlement 
by the establishment of works for the 
manufacture of guano, glue and fish oil. 
EXPANSION OF FOREIGN TRADE. 

There are several articles of import 
to Japan which should be supplied from 
British Columbia. While the demand for 
lumber in .Japan is stated lo be "enor- 
mous" the exports from this province 
during the past year were only some few 
million feet. Shingles also are used ex- 
tensively. As coke is imported from 
England and Germany, there is no ap- 
parent reason why British Colum- 
bia should not monopolize that 
market:. Japan ulso furnishes a market 
for bailey for malting and other pur- 
poses, and hops, oatmeal and breakfast 
food, canned fruits, jams and jellies. 
Apples are in demand. British Columbia 
salmon already finds a market there 
and shipments are increasing. Explosives 
are wanted for blasting purposes and a 
good opening for business is reported. 
The foregoing nre all the products of the 
established industries of British Colum- 
bia. Japan imports pig, bur, plate and 
sheet iron to the value of over seven 
million "yen" per annum. The develop- 
ment of railway work in that country, 
China, Coroa and Formosa will add en 
orniously to the demand for manufac- 
tures of iron. It is therefore surprising 
that the iron ore deposits of British Co 
lumbia do not receive more attention 
With proper blast furnaces, rolling mills 
and the usual attendant machinery, Brit- 
ish Columbia should secure a large share 
of the iron trade of the Orient. The 
forests of this province are being looked 
to with the view of the manufacture or 
wood pulp. As Japan now imports wood 
pulp from Germany and Sweden there 
should be a market for the pulp' of Irt- 
ish Columbia. A large mill will be op- 
erated nt Albcmi within "a few months 
and will depend largely on export trade. 
OCEAN TRADE. 
The Canadian Pacific railway's steam- 
ships engaged in the China-Japan trade 
have continued the rcguiar service every 
other week, in the siiinn-T, and monthly 
during the winter. The Northern Paci- 
fic Steamship company has four steam- 
ships on (be route which also cull nt 
Victoria regularly. The company has 
Ihree other steamships in the Chinn.- 
Japaii trade with headquarters at Port- 
land, United States of America. Those 
will call at Victoria hereafter as occa- 
sion requires. Trade with Australia 
continues. The steamships of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway give a four-weekly

RAILWAYS. 

The Crow's Nest Pass railway from 
Lcthbridgc will be open to Kootenay 
Lake in September next, distance about 
300 miles. The opening up of this line 
will be beneficial to Kootenay, giving 
direct communication to Eastern Can- 
ada and solving the great question of 
cheap fuel for the mines. Several mines 
in East Kootenay which have not yet 
shipped ore on account of the transpor- 1 
tation difficulties will soon be in a posi- 
tion to add to the yearly increasing inin- I 
oral output of the province. The 1 
way between Rosslnud and Trail is being 
widened to a standard gauge; ami the 
line lias been extended from Trail to 
llobson. The line between Robson nnd 
Penticton has been commenced nnd will 
open up the Boundary Creek country, a 
district highly mineralized, and likely to 
become an important producer. Location 
surveys are now being prepared for the 
continuation of the line last mentioned 
to the Coast, towards the construction 
of which the provincial government has 
voted a subsidy of $4,000 per mile, one 
of the conditions being that the com- 
pany receiving It shall equip and mailt 
tain it ferry suitable for freight and 
passenger cars between the Mainland 
and Vancouver Island. The local legis- 
lature has also voted a grant ill aid of 
2o0 miles of railway between" Bute Inlet 
and Quosnelle nt the rale of $-1,000 per 
mile, but it is not known that consruc- 
tion will be advanced in the near future. 
For some months past the attention of 
the merchants of the coast cities of Brit- 
ish Columbia has been directed to the 
building of a railway into the Yukon 
country, via an all Canadian route, in or- 
der to divert the Klondike trade into Can- 
adian channels. It was thought that a 
short line, about 130 miles only between 
Glenora and Teslin Luke would meet the 
requirements of this year, the intention 
being to utilize the Stikiue river to Glen- 
ora, the bead of navigation. The provin- 
cial government voted the sum of $-1,01)0 
per mile for this railway, and its continu- 
ation to some good port on the Coast of 
British Columbia, which would obviate 
the transshipment of freight and passen- 
gers at Wrangel in Alaskan territory, it 
being expected that some assurance 
would be received from the Dominion 
government of additional assistance 
which would induce the contractors to 
proceed with the work at once. Parlia- 
ment prorogued without giving such as- 
surance. Operations have been com- 
menced in connection with the Cassiar 
Central railway. This line will start nt 
Glenora and terminate nt Dense Lake, 
a distance of about ill) miles. The explor 
atory surveys are completed. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 
The provincial parliament buildings, 
tin; foundation of which was laid in 1893, 
were completed, and the last session of 
the legislature, commencing February 
10th, was held there. Extensive addi- 
tions to the asylum at New Westmin- 
ster were commenced and gaols were 
erected in Kainloops nnd Nelson in 1S07. 
The postofflee and customs buildings at 
Victoria, erected by the Dominion gov- 
ernment, have been completed and will 
be occupied immediately. These consti- 
tute the most important works of the 
local government. The dock nt Williams 
Head quarantine station is to be extend- 
ed, for which purpose $(1,000 has been 
voted; grants have also been made for 
improving Nanaimo harbor, the Colum- 
bia, Skeena, Kootenay and Fraser riv- 
ers. This board asked the Dominion gov- 
ernment to increase the appropriation for 
the improvement of the channel of the 
Eraser river this year, believing it to be 
more economical to upend a large sum in 
one season than to distribute the same 
amount over a number of yenrs. 

TELEGRAPHS. 

The telegraph service to Vancouver 
Island has been greatly improved with- 
in the past few months. The rates also 
have been lowered. In April last the 
Western Union Telegraph Company ex- 
tended its service to Victoria, and intends 
to connect with points on the Mainland 
at nn early date. The Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company's telegraph bus laid a 
new cable between the Mainland and 
Vancouver Island and has utilized the old 
calde as an alternative line via Juan de 
Fuea Strait. The Dominion government 
has been asked repeatedly to put the im- 
portant station -of Carmanah in uninter- 
rupted connection with Victoria. Appro- 
priations have been voted for a new wire 
via Alberni. This board's recommenda- 
tion that 13squimalt.be connected by tele- 
graph has been carried out. An appro- 
priation has been voted by the Dominion 
parliament for weather forecasts on this 
coast. Such forecasts will be of great 
value to the increasing shipping. 

NAVIGATION. 

Lighthouses- have been established at 
Prospect Bluff at the entrance of the 
First Narrows, Vancouver, nnd nt Cape 
Mudge. Another is under construction 
on the Sisters in the Gulf of Georgia, 
and contracts have been awarded for oth- 
ers on Egg Island and Surf Island, Mill- 
bank Sound. Beacons have boon erected 
at Gibson's Landing, Howe Sound and 
at Welcome Pass. Work is proceeding 
at Brotcbie Ledge where a stone beacon 
with electric light is to be established. 
New buoys have been placed at Ripple 
Rock, Johnston's Straits, Dall Path, 
Seuforth Channel, and nt the Kle-Kish 
Narrows and at Finlaison Channel. Oth- 
er aids to navigation have received the 
usual annual attention. The chief en- 
gineer of tile department of marine has 
recently visited British Columbia and it 
is understorAl that other works are under 
consideration, including a light on Fid- 
dle Reef. Semaphore stations have been 
established at Little Canyon, Stikiue 
river. ' On the Northern route and West 
Coast of Vancouver Island many im- 
portant works have been requested for 
the greater safety of shipping. 

THE CANADIAN YUKON. 

The discovery of gold in the Canadian 
Yukon country was reported at this 
board's previous annual meeting, and 
very soon afterwards it commenced to 
arrive by steamships from St. Michael's. 
It is difficult to state exactly what am- 
ount has since come out of that country, 
but it is certainly large for tho number 
of persons employed and short season 
during which mining is carried on. Im- 
mediately upon arrival of the gold there 
was a rush of miners and prospectors 
from all purls of the world, but princi- 
pally from the United States, and the 
majority of the newspapers having gen- 
erally referred to these new gold dis- 
coveries as being in Alaska and the fact 
that there was an established trade be- 
tween Alaska and the United States the 
early argonauts were induced to outfit 
and sail from the headquarters of the Al- 
aska companies. The merchants of the 
Coast cities of British Columbia promptly 
made preparations for handling the enor- 
mous trade which had sprung up so sud- 
denly; steamships were put on all the 
rou( oh, and the business which followed 
appreciably affected nearly every indus- 
try in the province. The heaviest traffic 
was during tin." months of January to 
April inclusive. Since the month last 
named travel has fallen off and nt. pres- 
ent is almost nil; but it is believed that 
many persons who intended to go to the 
Canadian Yukon country are only holding 
back for the results of the wash-up of 
last spring. The reports received are 
very conflicting, but if is expected to 
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ditional and reliable information upon 
the Canadian Vukon country. 

TRADE AND OUTLOOK. 
Increasing interest and knowledge of 
British Columbia bus resulted in un- 
mistakable exprcoions of confidence. The 
opening up of so many branches of East- 
ern 'Canadian banks, the extension of 
the Western Union Telegraph company's 
system, nnd high standard of the pro- 
vincial government securities and muni- 
cipal debentures are worthy of note. The 
province offers numerous and varied op- 
portunities for prolituble investment re- 
quiring only investigation by experts to 
satisfy capitalists that here is a rich 
and paying held for the employment of 
any amount of money. The tables of ex- 
port aud import, appended hereto, show 
the volume of trade to have increased an- 
nually, with the past twelve mouths well 
in advance of any previous year. Brit- 
ish Columbia's contributions to the Do- 
minion treasury now amount to over two 
million dollars per uunum, aud is very 
high per capita compared with the other 
provinces. Tne expenditure falls far 
short of this sum and larger Upprapria 
tions have been asked for increased aids 
to navigation, harbor improvements, 
dredging in the b'raser 'river, and assist- 
ance to railways. Much disappoint- 
ment was felt upon the prorogation of 
Dominion parliament without aid being 
granted towards the construction of the 
Stikine-Teslin Lake railway. Any rail- 
way which will open up British Columbia 
and increase settlement substantially 
benefits the whole Dominion, it is there- 
fore unfair especially in the face of the 
large excess of contributions to the fed- 
eral treasury over expenditures that the 
progress of this province should be re- 
tarded by the withholding of fair mea- 
sures of recognition. The statistical in- 
formation presented herewith will be 
founl complete and as far as posible up 
to date. Sluice forbids anything like a 
report, which will do justice to the inhi- 
! oral wealth and other natural resources 
of British Columbia, but additional in- 
formation will be furnished upon appli- 
cation to the secretary. 

The board will begin the new year 
with the largest membership in its his- 
tory and the increased business which 
has lately fallen upon the council and 
standing committees augurs will for its 
future usefulness.

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TRADE PROBLEMS. 

An English Business Man's Investigations 
In the States and Canada. 

Mr. Arthur Keen and his youngest son, 
Harry A. Keen, of Birmingham, England, 
arrived at the Kussell House, Ottawa, July 
6th, and called on Ills Excellency Lord 
Aberdeen at Government House, tho visit 
being returned later in the day by Lord 
and Lady Aberdeen calling mi Mr. Keen at 
the Kussell House. Mr. Keen and his son 
also had nn interview on the same day with 
the Premier, Kir Wilfrid Laurter, with 
whom they lunched. Mr. Keen is well nnd 
widely known in connection with the coal. 
Iron, steel and other commercial undertak- 
ings In the United Kingdom. He is vice- 
president of the Mechanical Ehiginei 
vice-president of the Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute, a member of the hoard of manage- 
ment of the British Iron Trade Association, 
chairman and founder of the Patent Nut 
and Bolt Company, Limited, of Binning 
ham, which has over 0,000 employees; hi 
Is also a director of the London and Mid 
land I|ank, which Is the fifth largest hank 
In the United Kingdom; director of Bole- 
kow, Vaughan .v.- Company, Limited, 
Mlddlesborough-on-Tees, having tin; larg 
number of blast furnaces In the United 
Kingdom for the production of pig Iron 
ami they are also the largest producers o 
steel rails, employing some 10,000 people. 

Mr. Keen Is now at tin' Windsor Hotel 
He ulates that while England had enjoyed 
lor the past three years, a period of pros 
perlty, there has never been a time when 
it was more necessary for men of busln 
to study carefully the trade problems which 
now confront all those engaged in large 
business transactions, as it Is recognized 
thai the greatest competitors of British 
produce are to he found in the United 
.Slates. 

It is one of the purposes of the visit of 
Mr. Keen to tills country to look Into the 
circumstances which have brought this 
about, and to do all In his power to up- 
hold the commercial supremacy of Englnnd 
In so far as the branches of business with 
which he Is associated arc concerned. 

In New York, Philadelphia, Washington, 
Pittsburg, Cleveland, Hamilton nnd Ottawa 
Mr. Keen has been quietly pursuing his 
investigations Into the trade problems with 
which he is more Immediately concerned, 
and he Hpeaks In tho highest terms of the 
courtesy which has been shown lilm In 
the places mentioned. With respect to 
the talk of an Anglo-American alliance, Mr. 
Keen said that there had been no exag- 
geration -of English sympathy with that 
Idea; there was, on the contrary, not a 
doubt hut that every endeavor would be 
made on the part of Croat Britain to bring 
about an alliance that would hi? of a last- 
ing character, and which, If effected, would 
result moHt bencllclally to both countries; 

Mr. Keen leaves for New York this even- 
ing to fulfil his engagements before he 
leaves by the Majestic on Wednesday next 
for England.— Montreal Witness.
